William Hugh Peal, son of J. S. Peal, 
Sr., of LaCenter, Ky., will be the 1922 
Rhodes scholar from Kentucky accord- 
ing to a statement made public Sunday 
n'ght by Dr. Frank Aydelotte, of Swnrth- 
more. Pa., American secretary, in con- 
flrmation of the decision mada by the 
State committfe at the UMvWiHy of 
Kentucky last Saturday. 

This award carries an annuity of 360 
pounds sterling, about $1,400 at the 
present rate of exchange, and free tuition 
at Oxford University, England. Peal was 
selected out of the nine men who applied 
for the scholarship. He plans to study 
international law. He will leave Ken- 
tucky in the earljr part of October, 1922, 
for OxUH a»4^rtii J IBl l Bll M>,<OlM*- 
for three years. 

Peal is a senior in the Colleg* vt Avta 
and Sciences of the University of Ken- 
t«eky. His scholastic standing is 
among the lighest in the University and 
he has been on the high diatinetion list 
for three yean. He is an ex-serviee man, 
having served in the navy during the war. 
At the present time he is a special tras- 
tte in charge of the property and boal-
